Long may sbe reign 
over us— in tbe fauiiliar words evary-day lile 
wo wish ber "maoy happy returns ol the 
day, 1 ' and may each snob rocurring poriod 
bo accompanied by tbe glorious Bajooiationa 
ibat now cluster around it. 

The Key ol UeaHT 

Tho following fcingular tradition is 
roluted of a key in a collection of carlo 
cmlics preserved in tho arsenal at Ven- 
ice. About tho year 1C00, one of those 
dangerous men, in whom extraordinary 
luiuuts arconly tho fearful Bourco of crime 
and wickodnosB beyond that of ordin- 
ary moo, camo to establish himself a 
merchant or trader in Venice. The 
stranger, whose namo was'Tobaldo, be- 
came enamored of tbe daughter of an 
aucient honBO, already affianced to 
another. lie demanded hor baud in 
marriage, and was of course rejected, 
Enraged at this he studied how to bo 
rovenged. Profoundly skilled in me- 
chanical arts, ho allowed himself no 
rent until he had invented tho most 
formidable weapon that cogld be imag- 
ined. This key was of largo eize, tho 
handle of which was so constructed 
thut it could be turned round with lit- 
tle difficulty. When turned it disclosed 
a fspring which, on pressure, launched 
from the other end a needlo or lancet 
of ouch subtle fineness that it entered 
tho flesh, and buried itself thoro 
without leaving extornal trace. 

Tobaldo waited in disguiso at tho 
door uf the obnrch in which the maiden 
whom ho loved was about to receive 
tho nuptial beuediciion.

gored flos'-i, torror was universal ; ever) 
one feared for his own life, Tho maiden 
Uiub cruelly orphaned, had pasbod the 
first mouth ol her mourning ia a cod. 
ventj when Tebaldo, hoping to bond 
hor to bin will, entroated to Bpenk to 
her at tho gato. Her reply was most 
coeioiveiy in tho negative 

Tebaldo, besido bimeelf with rago, at- 
tempttJ to wouuu her through tbe gate, and 
Buocesded; the obecurity ot the place prevent- 
ed bid actions Iron) being obaeivod On t.er 
ruturn to tier room, tbe maiden lelt a pain in 
her breaBt, and uncovering it, Bbe round it 
sported with a einglo drop of blood. The 
paiu Increased; tbs surgeons who baitensd to 
her assistance, iau';tt by tbe pas', wasted r o 
time in conjecture, bui catling deep into tbe 
wounded part, extracted tho needle before any 
m scliiel bud couime' cod, and saved the lile 
ot the lady. Tbe elute inquisition u oJ evtuy 
nir ano to discover tbe band whiob dealt thosa 
inaidiouu and irrtaiatible blow?. Tbe visit of 
Tebaldo to tho convent uausod suspicion to 
fall heavily upon him. His house was care- 
fully Hoarcbed, tho infamouB invention dis- 
covered, and bo polished on the gibbet.

The grtsi reoeip's Irom its 
business, Ins' year, were alrnoB: t .vo million 
dollars— nearly ihnty par cent higher than 
they wore tour years ago, and mors than a 
million larger than they were io ihe preceding 
year. I's eecnritiea are now about fi taon 
per cent higher io tbo conservative money 
market o ' money ol London thun they were 
a year and a half age. The prospects arc 
mi g. favorable for o ttill greater increase ul 
bueinrs* tho present year. The road is now 
being equipped w.tb sicel rails, bb it ie found 
that iron rails are net equal to tho ri^ora ol 
the climate in winter, ».od two hundred milta 
of the new rails will bo laid in t'e coming 
eeaaon. Now depots havo been built ui 
important it tionu, and marjy new passongo' 
cara and locometives have been added to the 
rolling stick ol the compaay io ad- 
dition to tho iweDtj-Svo hundred 
freight cars built and coutractsJ lor within 
the past throo yeare.

A Prospecting Trip ou the Islaud. 

Mr. C. Todd, M.P.P., and Mr. John Tel- 
fer reinrnel from a 20 dayB' trip among tbo 
raoULtiin raogos ol tho Island last evening, 
bringing with them fine 6pecimous of gold 
weighing Irom 12J cents to S7 each, and 
nmcu:,liog in the aggregate to two ounces in 
weight. Thoy prospered many spots, and 
cro sjd five niountaiu ranges, connuiog their 
operations to points a little North ond West 
ol Leech River. They Slid Ihut the s'ate 
range runs about due west. In all streams 
taut cut through Ibe slate rangegold is found. 
Noitb of tho slate range the color cannot bo 
obtained. Qaaitz leads abound, but they 
saw no evidence of their being gold-beaiiog 
Tbo country is rugged and difficult of access. 
Qrouse were frequently seen, but de<r, bear 
nud olber game were unusually shy, although 
their tracks wero numerous. Tbo weather 
was generally line. At Leech River throe 
while meu wero mining aud making a"grub." 
The specimens of gold woro obtained ou San 
Juan River, from a crevice. In 1SG5 Mr Todd, 
while prospecting on this Island, discovered a 
gold district; but owing to the scarcity of 
lood he left the spot. On this trip he and Mr 
Tolfer spent 11 days In trying to fiad tho io- 
ealily, but did not eucotod, They will go 
agaiu in a lew days.
